Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants attorney contacted the examiner with regards to the 
rejection of the claims over Semar. With specific attention to claim 1 , the examiner and applicant's attorney discussed 
how to amend claim 1 to make it allowable over Semar. The examiner expressed the opinion that the claim needed to 
indicate that the first and second tapered members were spaced apart from one another along the longitudinal axis. 
Applicant's attorney stressed that it was important for the claim to indicate that the camming member was between the 
first and second tapered members. The following is the claim as it was agreed upon: 

An apparatus for retaining a well tool within a borehole having a borehole wall, comprising: 
a camming member; 

first and second tapered members, wherein said first and second tapered members are axially spaced along the 
longitudinal axis of said camming member where said camming member is located axially between said first and 
second tapered members; 

said first and second tapered members having a contracted position on said camming member not engaging the 
borehole wall and an expanded position engaging the borehole wall. 

Applicant's attorney to consult applicant regarding this change and to fill a formal response accordingly with similar 
changes made to the other independent claims, claims 10 and 1 1 . The examiner would like to note that the allowability 
of the claims must be agreed upon by the examiner's supervisor prior to the issuing of a Notice of Allowance. 
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
